P:rſon to the tumultuous and licentious proceed- 
ings of many (which ro this day are unpuniſhed) 
who did diſorderly approach neere onr Court at 
#hpae hall, wee eruſted this part of our Dominions 
chiefly ro reſide in,where, as moſt of the Genrry al- 
ready have, ſo we affure our (elves, the reſt of you 
willgive Vs cleere Teftimony of your ſcrvice and 
obedience, which Wee will never uſe otherwiſe 
then for the defence of the erue orthodox Religion 

rofeſſed and ſerled in Queen El;zzabeths time, and 
confirmed by the Authoritie of che Statures of this 
Realme, thedefence of the Laws and fandamen- 
tall Confticurions of this Kingdome (as the juſteft 
Meaſure and Rule for our Prerogative,and your li- 
berties-and righes) and laſtly, for the preſervarion 
of the Peace of this Kingdome. 

As for QurowneZeale to the Proteſtant Profe(ſ- 
on, We refer all the world to our daily exerciſe of, 
and our Declarations concerning it, andexecution 
of the Lawes againſt the Papiſts; to likewiſe we can- 
not bur declare our ſelfe moſt beartily ſorry to fande 
uch Separatifts and Shiſmaticks, who preſume, a- 
zainft Law, tofomene new Dodrines & Diſcipline: 
tothe diſturbance of Church and State. 

For the Law, it being the common inheritance of 
our people, We ſhall never enforce any Preropgative 
of ours beyond ie, bur ſubmie our ſelfe eo it, and give 
you and all our ſubjeRs the fulleſt laticude of ic, both 
for the liberty of your perſons, and the propriety of 
your eſtates. Andforaninviolable confidence and 
aſurence hereof,as we take God(the Searcher of all 


arts) ro witnefſe our reall intention herein,ſo VVe

wo In Ae AG p oO ON 
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ſhall no longer defire you to ſtand for the defence os 
our Perſon, Honour, and juſt Prerogatives,then We 
ſhall maintaine the Lawes of che Land, the libery of 
your perſons; and the proprietie of your Good. 

And for the cleere underſtanding of eur Retoly 
tions to maintaine Peace, \Ve may have the conh- 
denceand happineſſe to refer [againſt all maligniriz 
whatſoever)to our former ſixteen yeares Reign;'roo 
long co difſemble our Nature) ifin all chis rime We 
never cauſed the effuſion of one drop of Bloud, ic 
muſt needs be thonghr, rhat in Qur riper jadgemear 
in Goveramenrt, We ſhould never open fuch Ii{t :$ a5 
mighr drown Us and our Poſteritic in chem, Buc We 
are ſure to have no enemies, bur in the deteiice of che 
crue Proceſtant Prof (ſon, the Riahe of the eſtab; 
thed Laws and for che preſervation of Peace:& cer 
tainelie al! theſe muſt be all yours as weli as oure

Aad tothe end chat this preſent poitaure waereia 
Wece meet,ſhould not affright you, W ich the diſtein- 
pers of the times, the example of the rwo Houles 
having made Us prepare for a Guard co Us andour 
Childrens Perſons, we wiſh you to looke incothe 
Compoſition and Conſticution of ic, and you will 
had it (ofarre from the face or feare of ar, that it 
izrvesto ſecure you, as well as Us, from ir, for our 
Choice is of che prime Genrry,aad of one Fregiment 
of our Trained Bands, which cannot beelchought to 
oppretle rhe Countrey(being their owne)nor Warre 
wich themſelves. And wee further aſſure you, Wee 
never intended to ule Forreigners or diſaffegedia

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of Oar ſole dependency upon the love and lervice of 
Our owe people, co live and die with them, We 
have acmed theſe Our Subjets, which had beene 
moſt irrarionall, if wee had ever intended to have 
uſed vrrangers. And further, you may perceive thar 
Wee receive none, bur ſuch as {tand cleerin loyairy 
and Religion, for which reaſen we have cauled the 
Oaches of Allegiance and Supremacie ro bee given 
chem. Likewile, co prevenc any diſtempers at home: 
Wee have; and ſhall pat che Trained Bands of all 
this our Kingdome underth? command of Perſons 
of Honour, confidence, and affetion rt5 cheir Coun- 
crey , ſtrairly chargiag, upon their Allegiance, no 
Officer to aCcep: any cammand in chem, nor Soulai- 
ers co obeyany ſave ſuch as arc authorized by Us. 
And for the prevention of-any innovated power 0- 
ver you, you ſhall have Us hereto governe you, and 
the ſouldiory to proteCt you in peace, and ro relieve 
you againſtei! oprefions; for chat, as wee have rold 
you before ; malt ariſe from ſome great violation 
(which VV ec nope Gd will prevent )and nor from 
this preparatioa of our Subje&s. Therefore let none 
of you be affrighted with vain feares; if luch a Warre 
{hou'd follow, it follows the Auchors home co cheir 
oOwne dgores, and ſuch (by thecontidenceof Oar 

Perſon with you) We afſuse Oar Sel you are nor. 
Here we had leic you to your ndclitie and durie. : 
had nor ſams malicious infolence in Our former 
meetiags fear forch molt p; Ss, SUMMOns, 
deceiving our People, aud preſuming upon our 
Royall Authoritie , and theſe; oreſent trhemſelves as 
great defeaders of Religion, Peace, and Lyberccie

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whereas they become infetions, and contagions tc 
the p:ople, ſeducieg them into vaine fancies and de- 
!ufions,as may appear by their Warrants which We 
could trace to ſome Pu)pits, as We are crecibly in- 
formed: Andyou ſeeit were juſt in Us, to puniſh 
cheſe as Authors of ſedition,bur that it would be roo 
oreata favour, for itwould honour them with the 
Title of Martyrdome, for Gods cauſe, as they vainly 
pretend: Bur you may now ſee from whence this 
Spirit comes,that would make us to bein the At of 
deſtrugion of Religion, Oar Perſona difturber of 
the Peace, and ready to introduce Slavery. Theſe 
here are all the forraigne Forces We have, orever. 
ſhall intend to have, to a& theſe great deſipnes, not» 
withhanding the vaine feares hitherto imagined, So 
chat you ſee ir is high time that thele fancies were 
diſperſed and driven away , that Ve might be re- 

airedin Honour and Interreſt, and you enjoy the 

leffing of Peace and Happinefle, rhe advancement 
whereof ſhall be Our ſtudy aud comfort: and there- 
fore weſhall (when you ſhall! chinke it convenient 
time) eaſe you in the number of the Trained Bands: 
And for your Biller-Money , it had been long fince 
paid, bur that no part of the Subfidies (which wee 
paſſed for that purpoſe)came co Onur hands,and Ve 
ſhall not be wanting in any thing that Jiech in-us for 


_ thefall ſacisfation therof: And ſhall make our grace 


and Bounty to you anſwerable to your beſt fidelity 
3nd loyalty, as occaſion ſhall be offered ro Us.

T is this day ordered by che Lords and Com- 
-mons in Parliament, That the Deparcy-Lievte- 
KB nancs of the ſeverall and reſpetive” Counties 
wichin the Kingdome of England , and Dominion of 
wales, thatare not Members of che Houſe of Com- 
mons, be hereby required and injoyned to be preſenr 
at the dayes, and places which are , or ſhall hercaf- 
ter be appointed by the Lord-Lievrenanrs, or their 
Depurticz, for the Training, Muſtering, aad Excrci- 
fing of the [nhabicants of the ſaid Counties , accor- 
ding to the authoricy given anto them by an Or- 
dinanceof both Houſesof Parliament. And ir is fur- 
cher ordered, that all Depury-Licutenanrs, aſwell 
thoſe that are Members of the houſe of Comons, ar 
oth rsſhall give ſuch diſpatch by preparing of war- 
rants, Commiſhons,or Lecters, and ſubſcribing of che 
ſamezas the ſervice (hall require;And that ſuch as ſhal 
refuſc,ornegle&ſo ro doe, char their Names be certj- 
f:dunto us by their felllox-Depuries or any one of 
them that ſha}l,or do perform the ſaid ſervice. And 
cis furcher declared, Thas icis the Intention of both 
Houſes, for the better encouragement of ſo good # 
worke, ſo much conduciag co the ſafety ofhis Maje- 
ſties Perſon and Kingdoms, that ſome of their Mem- 
Hers at the times and places appointed, or ro be ap- 
pointed for the executian of che ſaid Ordinance,ſhal 
be ſent downe to give their perſorall attendance up- 
-0n the ſaid ſervice, |
